NEW YORK, April 26.—In 
memoranda which will tomorrow 
become part of the record of the 
United States Senate Judiciary 
Committee's prohibition  investi- 
gation, United States Attorney 
Buckner says that under existing 
conditions the cost of “reason- 
able” enforcement of prohibition 
throughout the State of New York 
would be 870,076.125 a year. 4 

That ig Mr. Buckner’s estimate 
of the annual pricg of prohibition 
in New York State without the 
aid of a State enforcement Act, 
and without the abolition of jury 
trials in Volstead Act violations. 
If jury trials were abolished and 
Federal police courts established. 
he estimates that the annual cost 
of prohibition enforcement 
throughout the State would 
$20,021,759. 

Under these conditions for the 
Southern District, over which Mr. 
Buckner has jurisdiction, the an- 
nual prohibition enforcement 
cost would be, he states $11,441,- 
000. For the Eastern District, un- 
der the jurisdiction of U. 8. Atty. 
Degroot, in Brooklyn, the yearly 
cost would be $5.720.500. 

Mr. Buckner’s report also con- 
cerns itself with the diversion of 
denatured alcohol into bootleg 
channels, and estimates that in 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1925, at least 60,000,000 galions 
of denatured alcoho! were diverted 
into the bootleg market. 

In this memorandum Mr. Buck- 
ner atternpts to show that the es- 
timate of alcoho! diversion testi.

Thousands of: Visitors View 
New Structures 


Many Memorials to Heroes 
Now Being Considered 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN 
{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—The 
building of Washington into the 
world's most beautiful city and 
most imposing capital has been re- 
sumed in full force for the first 
time since the World War tempo- 
rarily put an end to permanent 
construction and beautification. At 


the same time the records of travel 
to Washington this spring have ex- 
ceeded all records, and the city be- 
comes mote and more a mecca for 
tourists, At one government 
building, the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, all visitors are regis- 
tered and accompanied by guides, 
and here the ‘sight-seeing record 
for one day exceeded 6000 people, 
breaking a record made during the 
Shrine convention in 1923. The 
new record day was not the occa- 
sion of any large convention, but 
merely a part of the Easter Week 
travel. No count is made of visi- 
tors at the Capitol and other pub- 
lic buildings. 

Congress is this year making a 
five-year appropriation for a gov- 
ernment building program in 
Washington, the first since the 
war, and public and private im- 
4 provements are under way in great 
j number, with others taking form in 
architects’ and sculptors’ designs. 


MEMORIAL BRIDGE 


Work began this spring on the 
Arlington Memorial Bridge, a ten- 
year. project including its ap- 
proaches, parkways, and other im- 
pfovements. It leads from the Lin- 
coln Memorial to the Lee Mansion 
at Arlington, the center of the Na- 
tional Cemetery. At the edge of 
Alexandria, work goes steadily for- 
ward on the Masonic Memorial to 
George Washington, one of the 
largest memorial structures in the 
country, occupying a commanding 
site overlooking the Potomac. Con- 
struction of the Nationa) Cathedral 
is in progress and will be for many

| way give visitors a good idea of the 


projected structure. The com- 
pleted foundations show its ground 
size, and those upper portions fin- 
ished or now rising typify the 
whole design. It stands on a hill 
overlooking the whole city, the 
river, and the Virginia Hills be- 
yond, and is a mecca for tourists. 

Smaller projecta which are un- 
der way are the Meade and Ericc- 
son Memorials, to those army and 
navy heroes of the Civil War, the 
former in the Botanical Gardens 
near the Grant Memorial and just 
west of the Capito!, the latter on 
the banks of the Potomac. Mean- 
while plans are formulating for a 
District of Columbia Memorial to 
her sons who fought in the World 
War, to stand between the Wash- 
ington and Lincoln Memorials and 
to the south of their axis. It will be 
a Grecian classic rotunda of mar- 
ble columns. A Roosevelt Memorial 
is under consideration, to be 
erected near the Tidal Basin, and 
the sponsors for the Bryan Me- 
morial will ask Congress to allot a 
site on the peninsula of East 
Potomac Park, 

No plans for a national World 
‘War Memorial have yet been 
‘adopted. Many programs have been 
|submitted to Congress and the va- 
‘rious advisory bodies which super- 
| Vise the planning of the District of 
Columbia and all structures there- 
in, but the consensus of opinion 
has favored a very considered 
course of waiting a few years to 
make certain that the best form 
and plan should be ascertained, 
and that the nations tribute to its 
Gefenders should, when finally 
erected, be a suitable tribute to 
stand for all time and express all 


that America would desire. 
Whether the ultimate national 
World War Memorial will be 


erected in the National Cemetery at 
Arlington, or in the capital city 
proper, must be determined. 


A WAR MEMORIAL 

The only strictly World War 
structure in the city to date is the 
First Division Memorial, erected by 
the veterans of that division. It is 
a single impressive column, sur- 
mounted by a figure of peace, and 
stands in the open ground to the 
south of the State, War, and Navy 
Building.

Westward of these structures, 
and of the Pan-American Union 
and Corcoran Art Gallery, lie a 
group of temporary war offices 
which are rapidly deteriorating 
and must soon give way to parks 
or permanent buildings. The tem- 
porary war structures detract from 
the beauty of the capital. city. 
Those in East Potomac Park, 
which were barracks, have been 
taken down this spring, and the 
land added to the public golf 
courses and parkways of the pen- 
insula, marking a decided improve. 
ment. The groups of these struc- 
tures south of lower Pennsylvania 
avenue, and those west of Seven- 
teenth street, remain something of 
an eyesore, but are still in use and 
must be until new permanent gov- 
ernment buildings are erected.

. Prohibition has struck a death 


over and the death knell of a uni- 
versal curse has been sounded, de- 
clared Dr. F. D. Blakeslee, dry 
crusader and world traveler, ad- 
dressing a prohibition rally yester- 
day at the Trinity Methodist Epis- 
jcopal Church, Twelfth and Flower 
streets. “The campaign to wipe 
the sale of intoxicants from the 
face of the earth is gaining itm- 
petus in every corner of the world, 
and its success rests with its en- 
forcement in this country,” 
said. 

“One-seventh of the civilized 
world today has some form of pro- 
hibition and daily is getting nearer 
to universal prohibition with 
countiess countries following the 
lead of this country. 

“Much responsibility falls on the 
shoulders of youth if the liquor 
traffic is to be successfully com- 
batted,” Dr. Blakeslee said. 

“We enacted prohibition with a 
larger majority than any other is- 
sue in Our history and violators of 
this law are traitors to our insti- 
tutions.” 
| Dr. Blakeslee described condi- 
tions as he found them in foreign 
countries during his recent worid 
tour.

Crop Months at Close of 
Week's Trading

NEW YORK, April 25.—The cot- 
ton market continues tn an trregu- 


lar trading position with sentiment 
still mixed and too uficertain on 
the general situation and outlook 
to develop any definite trend either 
for the rise or decline from the cur- 
rent range of prices. 

At the close of last week the 
market in the new crop months 
established new low records for 
the last four years. October con- 
tracts sold es low as i7c here, De- 
eember 16.60¢ and January 16.600. 
But the old crop months of May 
and July held up better with the 
low price of 18.51c for May last 
Saturday and 17.95 for July. 25 to 
20 pointe above their previous low 
levels for this season, reached in 
the last period of depression early 
in March. 

Excessive rains over Texas and 
the Central States, with abnormally 
low temperatures over the Past 
Guif and Atlantic States causing 
further delay in operations for 
planting the new crop, with the 
season already two to three weeks 
late, turned prices up for a good 
rally in the first half of the week. 

Much covering of shorts and 
some new speculative buying by 
local and Wall street traders re- 
sulted. It brought prices up 35 
to 65 points from Saturday's low 
levels, with May advancing to 
18 7-8c: July, 18.3¢: October, 
17%c; December, 17.20c¢ and Jan- 
wary, 17.10¢c. 

Those prices were made Wed- 
nesday afternoon, but there was no 
Incentive for the few remaining 
local bulls to continue their support 
with the Liverpool market failing 
to respond to the advance and ad- 
vantage taken of this rise by local 
trade and southern interests to 
liquidate speculative holdings and 
others ase out fresh hedges.

Improvement in Methods 
to Obtain Natural Product 
Adds Greatly to Wealth . 


Improvement in methods used 
for the recovery of natural gaso- 
line from oil wells in this State 
is adding materially to the profits 


of oil operators, as well as to the 
wealth of the country, according 
to Richard Florian, president of 
the Western Oil and Refining Com- 
pany, who has taken the trouble 
to figure out that during 1926 Cali- 
fornia producers recovered and sold 
approximately $50,000,000 worth of 
natural gasoline. 

“The price of natural gasoline 
flUctuates between 13 1-2 and 
18 1-2 cents, while a conservutive 
price basis would be about 16 1-2 
cents a gallon.” says Mr. Florian.

Abandonment by the Shell Com-

BONES MUTE 
EVIDENCE OF 
MEN’S FATE 


Skeletons of Fur Seekers 
Missing Three Years Tell 
Tragic Story 
(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
VANCOUVER (B. C.) April 25.— 
A detachment of British Columbia 
Provincial police arrived tn Pouce 
Coupe with the remains of the two 
Beaver Lodge trappers, Leonard 
Stevens and Samuel Timmins. who 
left here more than three years ago 
on a quest for fur in the upper 
waters of the Nelson River, accord- 
ing to word received at police head- 
quarters here from Beaver Lodge, 
Alberta. 


Various reports concerning the 


fate of the two men filtered 
through from ‘the Sikani Indians 
who, when examined by the police 
patrol, stoutly maintained that the 
unfortunate trappers had been en- 
countered by roving bands of their 
tribe in ai critical condition 
through lack of food. 

At that time the men had but 
one pack-horse left which the 
Indians endeavored to procure 
through trade. Evidently believ- 
ing the natives to be a predatory 
tribe, they refused to deal for the 
animal and thereupon destroyed 
spot, and set about the 

reass to appease their hunger. 
The Indians made off and 
return to the spot until the next 
summer when they d the 
bodies. 

Other rumors have ft that the 
whites perished at the hands of 
the Sikanis, who resented the in- 
vasion of their trapping grounds. 
In atiy case no proof of how the 
men died can be obtained as only 
the skeletons remained as mute 
evidence of a tragedy.

UNIFIED PORT 


Former Army Engineering Chief rae Ra Combining 
Harbors First Step in Great Development 


This was one of the outstanding 
features of a vivid statement is- 
sued yesterday by Maj.-Gen. Lans- 
ing H. Beach, retirea, giving rea- 
sons why voters should cast an 
overwhelming vote in favor of 
Proposition on the ballot at 
next Friday’ election.
